BOER. WIVES AND BABES 
JOBE STARVED TO DEATH 


Copies of Orders To Be Sent to Sal- 
isbury—Martial Law All Over 
Cape Colony—Boers Have 
Released Many Brit- 
ish Pi soners. 


yYondon, Yanuary 17.—The ‘stop. the 
war” committee today passed the fol- 
low'ng reso'ution: 

“Orders which a British officer reports 
he personally received reveal the adop- 
t'on by Lord Roberts and Lord Kitchener 
of a policy having for its aim the ex- 
termination of a heroic nationality by 
etarving its women and children and the 
deliberate massacre of unarmed prison- 
ers." 

Tho latter clatse alludes to General 
K'tchener’s alleged secret orders to Gen- 
era’ Dewet’s pursuers to take:no pris- 
oners. ° 

Copies of letters from an unnameg Brit- 
ish officer containing these and other 
charges will be gent by the committee 
to Lord Salisbury and Lord Roberts ana 
others. 

Lord Roberts. who was entertaned pri- 
vately at dinner last evening by the 
United Service Club, the guests including 
the prince of Wales. the duke of York, 
the duke of Cambridge and some three 
hundred officers, has issued from the 
War office a stirring appeal to the country 
for a prompt response to the call for 
5.000 yeomanry whose past services in 
south Africa he highly commends to the 
gratitude of the nation. 

The authorities continue to hold a hope- 
ful view regarding the south African 
situation, but they seem to recognize that 
vigorous ‘measures are necessary. The 
proclamation of martial law throughout 
almost the whole of Cape Colony, Lora 


population ofthe repudtics,” fhe placing 
On ‘reduced rations of the wives of men’ 
in the fleld and similar measures go to 
show that there is still heavy work 
ahead. 

British offensive operations have ceased 
for the present. It is supposed that Lora 
Kitchener is collecting his strength for 
a final effort to crush or to capture the 
commandoes by a repetition of the tac- 
tics which caused the surrender of Gen- 
eralg Cronje and Prinzloo. 


Tt is alleged that the Boers who are 
concentrating at Carolina and Ermele 
are preparing to descend into Natal. 

The casualty list issued yesterday shows 
that the Boers have released 297 British 
who were captured at Helvetia and RBel- 
fast. The facts regarding the captures 
at Belfast have mot yet been allowea 
to transpire. 

Tt is asserted that more heavy naval 
guns will be landed at the Cape. Infor- 
mation as to the doings of the invaders 
‘fs hard to obtain, but it is clear that 
they are getting very little help from 
the Dutch. Twice they attempted to 
capture Barkley East, but. both times 
they were repulsed. For three days they 
occun'ed Sutherland, but they cleared out 
on the approach of a British column. 
Small scattered parties are reported op- 
erating in various parts of the Ceres 
district. 

Apparently the invaders abandoned the 
idea of attacking Clan William on finding 
the town well defended. A commando ot 
1,000 has been active in the Richmond 
district, but there the Boers have secured 
only one hundred Dutch recruits. 

General Kitchener, telegraphing from 
Pretoria under date of Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 16th, says the concentration of 3,009 
Boers at Carolina, Transvaal. is report- 
ed. He adds that Colonel Ville’s mobile 
column was engaged near Vantondes 
Hoek. The Boers were driven away with 
heavy logs. Three hundred Boers entered 
Aberdeen yesterday, looted. the stores 
and retired on the arrival of a hundred 
British infantry. 

Martial law has now been proclaimed 
in every part of Cape Colony, except 
in the districts of Cape Town, Simons- 
town, Wynberg, Port Elizabeth and East 
London. It has also been proclaimed in 
Tombuland, Griqualand East and in East 
and West Pondoland. It has been pro- 
claimed unlawful for any person in the 
Cape peninsula, except officials and irreg- 
ular or irregular troops, to possess arms 
and ammunition or either. 

Boer families and their stock are being 
systematically brought into centers from 
all ovér the country. They-are kept in 
camps and fed. Those who surrender 
voluntarily are supplied with full rations 
and those whose husbands are still in the 
field are provided for on a reduced scale. 
which is raised when the husbands sur- 
render to a full alloWance. Every oppor- 
tunity is offered to the refugees to work 
for pay and for provisions. Prominent 
burghers, who have surrendered, are al- 
lowed to visit the camps in order to as- 
certain the facts as to the treatment. 

Boer women when brought in by the 
military report that William Steyn, who 
was appointed a delegate of the Boers 
here to ask the fighting Boers to surren- 
der under Lord Kitchener’s proclamation, 
Was made a prisoner and sent to Pietre- 
wief, accused of high treason. 

The British admiralty has received a 
dispatch from the commander in chief 
of the Cape, reporting that the cruiser 
Sybille, which was landing blue jackets 
to intercept the Boers, was.ashore at 
Stembock Fontein near Lambert's Bay, 


' and adding that active measures were be- 


ing taken to assist her. The official] dis- 
patch does not say the Sybille was wreck- 
ed. A press dispatch from Cape Town 
says the crew of the Sybille were saved.

A truce conference between 
Delgado and Major Noble, adjutant gen- 
eral of the department of Visayas, result- 
éd in Delgado and his staff entering Lloilo 
and surrendering to General Hughes. Del- 
gado sent word to the remnant of his 
command, numbering seventy men, that 
they were to come in and surrender. 

The commands of Generals Pulion, Di- 
ocno and Quinlin Sala are holding strong 
positions in the mountains of Capiz prov- 
ince. Battery G, of the Sixth Light artil- 
lery, with four guns and a considerable 
force of infantry, are trying to dislodge 
them and compe! the Filipinos to fight an 
open engagément. 

Rear Admiral Remey and his officers 
held a reception this afternoon on board 
the Brooklyn. 


BIG PRICE FOR SINGLE VOTE. 


Koch Says He Was Offered $3,000 
To Vote for Cullom. 
Springfield, Ill., January 17.—A lively 
tilt between former State Senator Thom- 
as K. Needles and State Senator Otto 
Koch, in the corridors of the Leland 
hotel this afternoon began to assume a 
threatening aspect when friends of both 

men separated - them: 

Mr. Needles, who is a warm friend of 
Senator Culiom’s, resented a statement 
which he said Mr. Koch had made, that 
he (Koch) had been offered $3,000 to vote 
for Senator Cullom for United States 
senator. 

Mr. Nedles offered to bet Mr. Koch 
$1,000 to $100 that he could not prove his 
statement. Mr. Koch said that he did 
not say to Mr. Needies that he had been 
offered $3,000 for his vote, but he said that 
he had been approached on this point 
and that in a private interview with Mr. 
Needles he could convince him that, he 
spoke the truth. 


THREW STUDENTS INTO A LAKE 


More Trouble Is Reported from the 
Stanford Institute. 

Stanford University, California, Janu- 
ary 17.—The feeling against those who 
have been condemning the action of Prof. 
Jordan broke out this afternoon among 
the students. C. D. Montgomery, a jun- 
ior from the University of Kansas, was 
seized by a party of fifty or more stud- 
ents and carried to a lake back of the 
university and thrown in. The water was 
about five feet deep in the lake and 
Montgomery, had no difficulty in getting 
to shore. 

The feeling against Montgomery was 
caused by his ‘radical talk condemning 
Dr. Jordan and the university manage- 
ment. The ducking party was composed 
of the most prominent students and stud- 
ent body officers.

Senate Passes Bill Ceding Part of 
Bristol te Virginia. , 

Nashville, Tenn., Januagy 17.—(Special.) 
The senate and house were to have met 
in joint session today to canvass the vot? 
for governor and declare the result, but 
the resolution providing for the conven- 
tion had not been presented to Governor 
McMillin for signing before his departure 
for Shreveport last night and so the vote 
will be canvassed next Monday. 

Bills were introduced in both branches 
today to pay mileage to the presidential 
electors, amounting to $659; givng the in- 
surance commissioner supervision of fra- 
ternal organizations having 2n insurance 
feature and making the Jarvis law ap- 
plicable only to counties of above 30,000 
pepulation.- The senate passed the bill 
cecing the northern half of Main street, 
ir Bristol, to Virginia, which strip now 
lies in Sullivan county, Tennessee. 

The senate passed the bill repealing an 
act providing for ths redemption of old 
Bank of Tennessee notes. 

The house adopted a resolution denounc- 
ing the murder of Governor Goebel ex- 
pressing sympathy with Kentucky. The 
resolution to give each member $5 for 
starps was rejected. 

A bill was ‘passed to relieve blind per- 
sons from the state privilege or license 
tax where they had been relieved of 
county taxes by county courts. 

Among the bills introduced were meas- 
ures to make it a felony to carrv a pistol 
and providing that persons acquitted of 
crime on the ground of insanity be in- 
carcerated in asylums, 


FORMING GREAT STEEL TRUET.

er. acknowedgement that on such occas- 
ions as this he was a sermonizer ard 
pleaded as an excuse the pressure of great 
responsibilities in the past and the need 
of “Dutch conservatism” to steady pop- 
ular impulsa He referred to “‘this time 
of headlong national heedlessness.”’ 


wi Cleveland said: 

“The question is suggested ‘whether in 
present conditions this conservatism char- 
acterizes the conduct or guides the sen- 
timent of our people.’ There can be but 
One answer to this question. Conserva- 
tism has in a great degree been jauntily 
cast zside, or condemned as oprosed to 
cur country’s ‘welfare,-and glory. A 
strange vovege has be2n entered upon 
without count of cest and without chart 
or compass. The tried and «ure founda- 
ticns of our liberty and national happil- 
ness. have been é6iseredited. Reverence 
for our national traditions has been re- 
laxed and satisfaction with our country’s 
mission has. been undermined The res- 
traints and limitations of our constitution 
have become galling and irksome under 
the temptatien of national greed and ag- 
grandizement Our':old love of vneave, 
honor and ijnstice has been weakened, 
and frugality and eontentment are not 
now traits inseparable from American 
character, _ | oe 
“War, “oven “with theet orlt'’s—attvatieet 
civilization, may stilt bewoemetimes neces- 
s2ry and justifiatle, but whether neces- 
sary and fustifiable or rot; the demor- 
alization that follows in its train can ney- 
er be evaded. It teaches bloody instruc- 
tions, which, In a country whose citizens 
do the fighting, cannot fail to leave their 
impress for a time upon public and pri- 
vate life in time of peace. 

“Thirty years after the close of the 


‘war for the preservation of the umon, a 


treaty of arbitration was formulated be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain which, if cormnmleted, would have 
gone far toward removing every pretext 
of war between the two countries. This 
treaty failed of confirmation in the sen- 
ate’ of the Unitei 3tates. Less than five 
years passed and these English speaking 
champions of peace and arbitration are 
still operating on parallel lines—one ina 
the Philippine and the other in South 
Africa—but no longer for peace and ar- 
bitration. Both are killing natives in at 
effort to possess their lands. 

“This indicates a sad relapse, and in 
our case it is a most sérious one. If 
England succeeds in her attempt in South 
Africa, she will but add another to her 
list of similar acquisitions; a brave host 
will be subjugated and because of our 
engagement in a similar venture in an- 
other quarter they will miss the ex- 
pression of American sympathy which 
we are accustomed to extend to those 
who struggle for national life and inde- 
pendence. On the other hand, with suc- 
cess in our subjugating effort a new, un- 
tried and exceedingly perilous situation 
will be forced upon us. We can conquer 
the Philippines and after conquering them 
can probably govern them. It is in the 
strain upon our institutions, the demor- 
alization of our people, in the evasion 
of our constitutional limitations, and in 
the perversion of our national mission 
that our danger lies. As a distinguished 
bishop has said: “The question is not what 
we sball do with the Philippines, but 
what the Philippines will do tg us.’ 

“Our country will never be the game 
again. For weal or woe, we have al- 
ready irrevocably passed beyond the old 
lines. 

“The republic will in some sort be sav- 
ed. Shall it be only in mame and sem- 
biance, with fair external appearance, 
but with the germs of decay fastened 
upon its vitals; or shall it, though chang- 
ed, still survive in such vigor and 
strength as to remain the hope and 
pride of Americans? 

“The problem is a momentous one. In 
the midst of reckless tumult and in the 
confused rage of national greed and 
bloodiness, let it be proclaimed that Am- 
erican. freedom and popular rule can not 


perish except through the madness of- 


those who have them in their keeping, 
and by the blood and sacrifice of our 
fathers, by the lofty achievements of the 
free institutions they established, by our 
glorious victories of peace and by our 
reliance on the promise of God, let Dutch 
conservatism enjoin upOn our people a 
faithful discharge of their sacred trust.”’

HOW HIS LIFE WAS PROLONGED 


Lucius Baker Benefited by Official 
Changes. 

Montgomery, Ala., January 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The several changes recently in 
the administration of the chief executive 
office appear to be lucky for Lucius 
Baker, the condemned Tallapoose county 
murderer. He was sentenced to be hang- 
ed on November 15th, but as Governor 
Johnston had a number of odds and ends 
to dispose of in concluding his offictal 
term, and did not have a fair opportu- 
nity to consider the condemned man’s 
petition for a commutation, he respited 
him for thirty days. Acting Governor 
Jelks had the legislature on his hands 
during his limited term of service and 
accordingly extended the respite thirty 
days longer. The office has been crowd- 
ed with work since Governor Samford 
entered upon his duties, and he on yes- 
terday, not having had an opportunity 
to look into the merits of the petition, 
granted a further respite of thirty days 
from tomorrow. Baker is a young white 
farmer and killed the father of his sweet- 
heart because the old gentleman opposed 
the marriage. 


FATALLY CUT BY A FRIEND. 


Bert Williams, »f New York, Is Ex- 
pected To Die at Pensicola. 
Pensacola, Fla., January 17.—Bert Wil- 
liams, who came here from New Orleans, 
and has been spending money lavishly, is 
at St. Anthony’s hospital with an ugly 
cut across the abdomen, entering the 
bowels.

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HAULS CHILDREN TO SCHOOL.

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BLEW TOP OF HIS HEAD OFF. 


Suicide of E. W. Wyatt, at Greer's,

FIGHTING THE PLANT WILL. 


Evidence To Show That New York 
Was Millionaire’s Home. 


New York, January 17.—The hearing of 
the application of Mrs. Margaret J. Plant 
to have the will of her late millionaire 
husband, Henry B. Plant, administered in 
this state instead of Connecticut, who 
died in September, 1899, was continued be- 
fore Justice Leaventritt in the supreme 
court this morning, and more evidence 
was taken to prove that New York had 
been Mr. Plant’s legal residence for more 
than twenty-five years. ; 

The first witness was Major Plimley, 
chief clerk of the bureau of elections. By 
him Mrs. Plant’s lawyers tried to show 
that Mr. Plant had voted in this city from 
1881 to 1898, but the major said that he 
could find no record of M. Plant’s having 
done so. 

Miss Fannie Hinds, the Plant L@use- 
keeper, was then called and asked a num- 
ber of questions as to conversations én the 
household and any details of journeys. 

Mrs. Plant testified that she had lived 
in Fifth avenue for the past twenty-seven 

ears, and that both she and her husband 

ad considered it their home in every 
sense. 

Mrs. Plant was on the stand most of 
the afternoon, identifying the létters that 
had passed between herself and the Plant 
Investment Company directors, of which 
with herself, are in charge of the estate. 

Albert B. Plant, of Bradford, Conn... a 
distant relative of the dead millionaire, 
testified that he had always understood 
that New York was the legal residence of 
Mr. Plant.

~SUENE OF RIOT 


Cause of the Trouble at Cor- 
bin, Ky. 


AN OLD-TIME FAMILY FEUD 


Young People of Opposing Factions 
Fell in Love—White Killed His 
Sweetheart’s Father for 
Interfering—Then 
Clans Gathered. 


Lexington, Ky., Jamuary 17.—(Special.)— 
Colonel R. D. Williams, with a compo- 
site company of state militia numbering 
eighty men. under command of Captain 
Henry Hutchison, with Lieutenant James 
Dodd, with one section of battery A, ten 
men, with one gatling gun, left here to- 
night for Corbin, in Whitley county, the 
scene of the wholesale murder and riot 
of last night. The militia are under 
sealed orders from Governor Beckham 
and will report to Sheriff Sutton, of 
Whitley county, for duty in the maine 
tenance of peace and guarding the pris- 
oners. 

The tragedy which calls for the send- 
ing of troops wag enacted yesterday af- 
ternoon when Rolla White, a young man 
of Corbin, was stopped by the angry fa- 
ther of pretty Mary Shotweil, and in 
the difficulty which followed James Shot- 
well was shot, dying from his wounds 
at 9 o’clock this morning. There hada 
been bitter feeling between Shotwell, who 
was a member of the feud faction which 
has claimed many victims during the 
past few years, and young White. The 
father did not want his daughter to mar- 
ry into the ranks of the enemy and she 
appeared to be fast drifting from under 
Jhis influence. 

Just what passed between the men ifs 
not known, the only witnesses being two 
women, who heard very little of the con- 
versation. White drew his revolver and 
fired a bullet into the breastof his sweet- 
heart’s father, who fell to the ground. 
White ran toward the store of his brother, 
James White, and took refuge therein. 

The news spread like wild fire. The 
Shotwells are a large family, residing in 
many parts of this and surrounding coun- 
ties, and the members gathered on the 
scene. The Whites . summoned their 
friends and in a few minutes the town 
was in one of the worst riots ever wit- 
nessed in a small Kentucky town. The 
dead listed this morning are: 

SUSAN COX, a bystander, killed by a 
stray bullet. 

SUTTON FARIS. 

JAMES SHOTWELL 

The wounded are: Hadley Bradley, 
Tracy Cooper and an unknown traveling 
salesman. . 

The Whites barricaded themselves in 
the store and prepared for a siege. They 
remained locked in the store until night, 
when the rioting became general and a 
large stick of dynamite was placed under 
the building and one end of it torn to 
pleces by the explosion, which killed anda 
wounded several persons. 

The town authorities were helpless to 

suppress the riot and telegraphed to Sher- 
iff Sutton, at the county seat at Wil- 
liamsburg. The Whites remained in the 
uninjured end of the store and placing 
their guns at the windows, forbade the 
approach of any one who did not give 
a satisfactory explanation of their ident- 
ity. 
. Sheriff Sutton arrived on the scene at 
midnight and found White and two of 
his brothers in a dark room in the store, 
all heavily armed, and all supplied with 
ammunition. This morning Sheriff Sut- 
ton, summoning a strong posse, left for 
Whiteburg with the prisoner, who went 
accompanied by his brothers and friends, 
and where he is under a heavy guard 
tonight. 

During the entire night there was heavy 
firing from the direction of the Shotwell 
home, but the Whites didn’t return the 
fire. 


IS CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


Charles Swanigan Arrested in Macon 
Yesterday. 

Macon, Ga., January 17.—(Special.)— 
Charley Swanigan, the yellow negro who 
identified Robert Evans, at Eastman, as 
the alleged John Dixon who is charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Birdsong, was 
arrested today on a warrant charging 
him with perjury. The negro had testi- 
fled yesterday before the grand jury that 
Evans was the man employed on the 
Birdsong place at the time of the murder, 
but today he declared that he was not 
the man. His arrest was, therefore, or- 
dered and Evans was released from jail. 


With Swanigan in hand, the sheriff hopes 
to get at the root of the mystery and 
an effort will be made to induce him to 
tell all he really knows of the case.

Suicide of the Widow ofa Dis- 
~ Tinguished Lawyer

ACT WAS PREMEDITATED, 


She Tied a Rope Around Her Neck 
and Rolled Off of the Upper 
Pcitch of Her House—She 
Had Been Sick a 


Long Time. 


Richmond, Va., January 17.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Annie KE. Craig, of Staunton, the 
widow of a distinguished member of the 
Virginia bar and herself a member of a 
prominent family, committed suicide ear- 
ly this morning by hanging herself. 
Wrapping a rope, used for hoisting coal 
to the upper back porch, around her neck 
several times, she tied it securely and 
rolled over the railing. Her next door 
neighbor, opening the blinds of her house, 
was horrified to find the body of Mrs. 
Craig dangling from a rope by the side 
of the porch. The milkman happened 
along and took down the warm but life- 
less body. Mrs. Craig only wore a thin 
wrapper. 

The act was premeditated. Mrs. Craig 
persuaded her attendant to attend early 
mass and took advantage of her absence 
to put an end to her own existence. She 
evidently proceeded very deliberately. 
She took the rope, fastened it to a ring 
in the ceiling of the porch, wrapped it 
around her neck three times, caught the 
end securely and then rolled over the 
railing. 

Mrs. Craig has been ill for many years 
and had spent much time in northern 
hospitals. Her husband, Colonel W. E. 
Craig, shot himself several years ago, 
and her mother died suddenly last July, 
while in a sanitarium in New York. 
Since that time she had been a physical 
wreck and her mind had been afflicted. 

Mrs. Craig was forty-six years old and 
a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Robert M. 
Ayers. Her mother was Miss Callaghan, 
of West Virginia. The deceased is sur- 
vived by her father, who lived with her; 
her sister, Mrs. Virginia Edwards, of 
New York, and’two brothers, Messrs. 
Asher Ayers, of Baltimore, and Robert 
Ayers, of Louisville, Ky. Her only child, 
Dr. Robert Craig, is in charge of the 
marine hospital at Pittsburg, Pa. 

Colonel Craig, who also committed sui-

Danger at Savannah from Inhab- 
itants of Sea Islands. 


Savannah, Ga.. January 17.—(Special.)— 
Nineteen cases Of smallpox are in the 
Savannah pesthouse. All the patients are 
negroes, and the cases can all be tracey 
to the sea islands of South Carolina. 
Health Officer Brunner declares that he 
would be willing to wager that there are 
2,000 cases of smallpox in the county of 
Beaufort, just across the Savannah river. 
Beaufort ls a large county and very popu- 
lous with negroes, ‘Reports from the 
South Carolina coast show that the dis- 
ease is extremely prevalent there, and it 
is brought to Savannah by negroes who 
enter the port from that section in small 
boats and sloops.

BAILEY ON STAND 
FOR THREE HOURS 


Said That He Had no Apology to 
Offer. 


ENEMIES CAUSED TROUBLE 


What He Did Was Best for State’s 
Interest. 


HAD NO CONNECTION WITH TRUST, 


Committee Will Exonerate Bailey in 
Its Report—Tax Legisla- 
ture Proceedings. 


Austin, Tex., January 17.—(Special.)— 
The Bailey investigation opened promptly 
this morning and Mr. Bailey waived his 
objections of the previous day to the sub- 
mission of MeFall’s charges, as they were 
not sworn to, and said charges were ad- 
mitted and read as follows: 


“Comes now D. A. McFall, a member of 
the legislature from Travis ccunty, and 
charges and presents that heretofore to- 
wit: On the —— day of ——, 1897, there 
was instituted in the district court of 
Travis county, Texas, by her attorney, 
General M. M. Crane, a suit in the name 
of and on the behalf of the state of Texas

Attacks Army Bill and 

Denounces West Point

+ Washington, January 17.—(Special.)— 
The petsonal and political triumph of 
Matthew Stanley Quay was made com- 
plete today when, in the presence of one 
of the greatest crowds \the senate cham- 
, ber and galleries ever held, the “Little 
‘Old Man” again took the oath of of- 
fice as a senator. It was a scene to be 
remember; and although Quay comes 
as near representing everything bad in 
politics as any man in public life, it was 
natural that even his political opponents 
should have felt some elation at his per- 
sonal triumph over those enemies in his 
own party who have sought to profit by 
his overthrow and who have failed, Penn- 
sylvania was very much in evidence in 
the galleries which were crowded to over- 
flowing nearly an hour before that set 
for the senate’s session. On the desk, in 
the back row on the republican side, 
which has been set apart for Quay, there 
rested a remarkablé and elaborate floral 
pieces—several pieces, in fact, which ran 
over upon the surrounding desks. The 
central figure of this ficral display was a 
white arch with a massive red keystone, 
the arch itself bearing the words, ‘‘Tri- 
umph of the people.’’ There were red, 
white and blue ribbons to lend a patriotic 
tinge to the whole; and enthusiastic 
Quayites in the galleries pointed with 
pride to the fact that the arch alone cost 


The Galleries Cheer Quay. 

The pent up feelings of the galleries 
first burst their bonds when Penrose, the 
tall and faithful Quay lieutenant, made 
his appearance on the floor of the sen- 
ate. There was a yell and a- whoop. 
‘Penrcse has made a hard fight for Quay 
/at every stage of the game and has en- 
deared himself to the short-haired heel- 
ers until now he is second only to Quay 
in their affections. Then shortly before 
the noon hour, Quay appeared. This time 
there was a deafening shout from the 
galleries. Quay walked over to the floral 
tribute which proclaimed him “the 
triumph of the people,”’ looked at it with 
glances of approval and turned to shake 
hands with republican senators. The first 
was Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, whom 
}he had to rouse out of the study of some 
‘papers on his desk, but who, on being 
erovsed, congratulated his old colleague 
most heartily... Others crowded round the 
Pennsylvanian, who seemed the least 
‘interested person of the lot. Most, inter- 
jest in the galleries was: centered on the 

eeting of Quay and Hanna, who has 
fought him. The Ohio senator sat near 
' and could not help going iup and extend- 
‘ing his hand, though his face was scar'‘et 
vand he seemed in doubt whether Quay 
would welcome his congratulations or not. 

Quay gave him a single high-arm society 
handshake and let it go at that. He has 

n ax up his sleeve for Hanna, but this 
was not the time to show it. There were 
'no further demonstrations, President 
| Frye warning the galleries against any- 

thing of the kind. Quay took the oath of 
cffice so quietly his voice cowld not be 
Heard. Then he had the flowers carted 
| away, and settled down to the consider- 
' on of his mail as if he had left the sen- 
'ate biut yesterday. He will go to Flor- 
-$da tomorrow for a rest. 

A bill to provide for sub-ports of en-

He held 
that this was an abdication of authority 
by congress that was unwarranted and 
inexcusable. He admitted that the people 
did vote at the November election in fa- 
vor of republican policies, including, per- 
haps, that for a large standing army. 

“But,” said he, “is there to be no such 
faith in human nature as will suppose 
that the people will not after a while 
have a lucid interval?” — 

He urged that the peope, after realiz- 
ing the power placed in the executive by 
the pending bill, and realizing that they 
were to be saddled with a permanent 
standing army of 100,000 men, would re-‘ 
verse thé present conditions of things 
politically. 

Mr. Money adverted to the practice of 
hazing at the West Point military acade- 
my, declaring it must be stopped or the 
institcticn must be abolished. Nobody 
could induce him to believe that the way 
to make a good soldier was to “set a 
areat big buily’”’ on a small man to beat 
him. He did not refer, he said, to horse 
play and practical jokes, but to mob vio- 
dence and cowardly brutality. 

“I cannot understand,”’ said Mr. Money, 
“the motives of a lot of young men, all 
of them scholars of charity, who are paid 
for taking their education, who get to- 
gether and mob another young man 
whose only crime is that he arrived at 
‘West Point two or three years later than 
they.” 

He declared that the man who hazed 
members at the military academy would 
be a atten gag a despot with the men of 
his commafid after he received his coma 
mission. He did not believe the cadcts 
realized the contempt in which their ac- 
tions were held by the American people. 
The practices there, he declaréd, must be 
abated. 

“I think the senator will be satisfied,” 
interjected Mr. Proctor, one of the mem- 


bers of the military affairs committee,

They Wiil Fight Hard for Conces- 
sions—This Government Will 
Try To Get Minor Matters 
Settled Before Touch- 
ing Treaties. 


Washington, January 17.—So far as our 
state department can influence the nego- 
tlations which are now about to begin 
at Pekin between the ministers and the 
Chinese plenipotentaries on the basis of 
the agreement just signed, it will seek 
to clear the way of all minor matters 
and of points upon which there is no dis- 
agreement whatever between the allies, 
before undertaking the solution of the 
more difficult problems involved in the 
settlement of the questions of indemni- 
ties, guarantees and commericial treaties. 
It is fully expected that the Chinese rep- 
resentatives will offer opposition at al- 
most every point of the agreement. The 
purpose would be to secure more favor- 
able terms, such as an undertaking to 
dismantle instead of destroy the Chinese 
forts between Taku and Pekin, some 
abatement of the restriction upon the im- 
portation of arms and a considerabls 
limitation upon the size of the legation 
guards to be maintained. 

If allowed to dscuss these points at 
length, the Chinese might consume many 
weeks and even months, but if, as is ex- 
pected here, the powers preserve a united 
front in opposition to any change of the 
conditions in the agreement and notify 
the Chinese that no changes are to pe 
permitted, and that the points are not 
even subject to discussion, it is expected 
the way will soon be cleared for the con- 
sideration of the other topics upon which 
it is feared the powers themselves will 
find great difficulty in coming together. 
Still, if it should come to pass that agree- 
ment is impossible upon the important 
matter of commercial treaties, for in- 
stance, and a dissolution of the concert 
of the powers should follow, according 
to the programme above outlined, there 
at least will have been some substantial 
achievement, for it is part of the purpose 
to have the points adjusted regarded as 
beyond reconsideration as they are set- 
tled, and therefore as binding upon the 
principals. 

Even under this programme, however, 
it is feared that the negotiations must 
consume much time, and it is scarcely 
expected that any conclusion can - be 
reached within several months, and cer- 
tainly not before the opening of naviga- 
tion next spring makes Pekin again ac- 
cessible from the sea. It is said at the 
state department that Mr. Rockhill has 
signified an intention of returning to the 
United States about that time. He has 
not been recalled, but is returning volun- 
tarily. 

Emperor Wants Information. 

London, January 18.—The Pekin cor- 
respondent of the Morning Post, wiring 
Wednesday, says: , 

“The Chinese commissioners handed to 
the foreign envoys, with the signed pro- 
tocols, a dispatch from Emperor Kwang 
Su, asking a foreign occupation instead 
of the destructton of the Taku forts, the 
fixing of a definite period for the prohibi- 
tion of the importation of arms and stopv- 
page of the punitive expeaitions."’ 

The emperor also asked for “particu- 
lars as to the antount of land to be re- 
tained for the legations, the number of 
legation guards, the probable cost of the 
military operations, and the date when 


the foreigners propose to restore the pub- 


lic offices and record in Pekin to Chi- 
nese. The emperor does not mention the 
demand of the powers for the punishment 
of the principal offenders.’’

The Marshall Celebration. 

Mr. Lindsay, of. Kentucky, offered a 
concurrent resolution providing for the 
participation of congress in the celebra- 
tion on February 4, next, of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the day when John 
Marshall became chief justice of the 
United States supreme court. 

Mr. Hale, of Maine, pointing to the 
pressure of business in congress, objected 
and the resolution went over. 

Mr. McComas, republican, of Maryland, 
argued in favor of eliminating the age 
limit as applied to the appointment of 
officers in the regular army from the 
volunteer service. 

Mr. Bate, of Tennessee, a member of 
the military affairs committee, opposed 
the pending bill, not only because it con- 
ferred upon the president authority 
which he thought ought to be exercised 
only by congress, but also because it 
created a permanent standing army of 
100,000 men. He argued that if the regular 
army was increased to 100,000 men it never 
would be reduced in strength, as all pow- 
erful influences, social and _ political, 
would work to prevent the reduction. 
He demanded that the president inform 
congress for what purpose he wanted so 
large an army, to build up which was, 
in his opinion, unAmerican and unrepth- 
lican.

Without proceeding further with the 
army bill, the senate held a brief exec- 
utive session, at which an effort to secure 
confirmation of James 8S.

BOO] FORCED 10 FIGHT 
WHEN HE WAS TOO WEAK 


Prentice Admits That Cadet Ought 
Not To Have Been Made To 
Fight—MacArthur Hazed 
Until He Lost Power 
Over Muscles. 


West Point, N. Y.., January 17.—The con- 
gressional committee examined only two 
witnesses today. Cadet James Prentice, 
who had accused Bocz of feigning to 
read his bible when he had a novel hid- 
Gen inside the cover, said that he believed 
that he was mistaken and Booz might 
have been reading a lesson leaf or a 
sepplement to the Bible. 

Cadet Douglass MacArtkur stoutly de- 
nied that he had ever fainted or become 
unconscious from violent exercising and 
insisted that he had not been treated 
any mdre harshly than his tent mate. 
Cunningham, and several other class 
mates. He swore Ppesitively that he had 
neither convulsions nor hysteria in con- 
Bequence. The whole matter, he said. 
had been greatly exaggerated and the 
Story that cotton had been stuffed into 
his mouth to stifle his groans was pecr- 
fectly absurd. He acknowledged, howev- 
er, that Cadets Dockery and Barry had 
exercised him until his muscles had _ be- 
come cramped and he lost all power 
over them. He also admitted that he lay 
on his cot and moaned, but did not cry 
out. 

MacArthur’s examination will ‘be re- 
fumed when the committee meets again 
at 9 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

When the congressional committee re- 
stirred its session Cadet James Prentice, 
of New York, was called to the witness 
stand. Before swearing him Congressman 
Wanger handed him a copy of the record 
of the military court of inquiry and asked 
him to read the report of the testimony 
which he gave at the military investica- 
tion. After he had read it over, Prentice 
was sworn and said that with the excep- 
tion of a few typographical errors the re- 
pert was correct. 

Prentice is the cadet who is responsible 
for the report that Former Cadet Booz 
had secreted a novel inside of a Bible and 
was reading it while tc all appearances 
he was reading the Bible 

General Dick cuestioned the witness 
closely in reference to this report. Wit 
ness said the book was a paper covered 
French novel, but later’ the general 
made him admit that he could not swear 
positively that it was. He also had to 
ecknowledge tlat it might have possibly 
been a lesson leaf or a supplement to the 
bible. 


Witness Made an Irish Bull. 

Witness said he told this to Mr. Bur- 
nett, president of the cadet branch of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
but that Prentice had kept the incident 
to himself for over two vears. 

“What brought up the recollection of 
the episode?”’ 

‘Wo were all reading about Booz’s 
charges in the Philadelphia newspapers.” 

‘‘What charges?”’ 

“Tle had stated that he was killed by 
the hazing he received in this academy,” 
replied the witness, who evidently did 
not see the ‘“‘bull’’ he had made. 

The witness told of being hazed by 
Cadet Foy during his first year at the 
academy. He was sick during the day 
prior to being hazed and after he had 
done twelve eagles he became faint ana 
told Foy that he had been ill. -Foy let 
up on him and scolded him for not telling 
of his ilness before. 

‘“This,”’ said Prentice,’’ ‘“‘made me very 
careful ever gince if I was hazing a 
man. T never interfered with a delicate 
looking cadet. Booz was not a strong 
looking man and I always had a friendly 
feeling for him and tried to advise him 
for the better.’ 

While making this statement Prentice 
was visibly affected and his voice broke. 
He seemed to be on the verge of break- 
ing down, when in answer to General 
Dick, he said: 

“Tf IT had known anything about it be- 
forehand I should never have allowed 
Booz to be called out. I considered that 
he was not physically fit toetake part 
in a fight.”’ 

Before dismissing the witness General 
Dick said: 

‘Now. turning back to your first ex- 
perience as a first class man, don’t you 
think that a kindly hand and an encour- 
aging word from an wpper class man to a 
fourth class man would have been a more 
beneficial one upon the ‘plebe’ than the 
rude, rough hazing jto which he was sub- 
jected?” 

“Yes, sir, I believe it would,’ said the 
cadet. 

Congressman Wanger congratulated the 
witness for the considerate manner in 
which he had treated Booz in not report- 
ing him at times when he had an oppor- 
tunity, and particularly when he did not 
complain of Booz to his class committee 
on one occasion when his doing so would 
have resulted in Booz bejne called out. 

Cadet Douglass MacArthur followea 
Prentice on the stand. Mr. Driggs sad: 
“Mr. MacArthur we have had a mass 
of testimony given here regarding the 
fact of your having been hazed so vio- 
lently that you had convulsions. The 
committee is desirous of, having you tell 
in vour own way the manner in which 
vou were hazed, the forms of hazing, the 
names of the mea who hazed you and the 


consequences.’”’ 
Denied He Had Convulsions. 

MacArthur replied: 

“T had been about qa month in the sum- 
mer camp of 1899 as a ‘plebe’ when the 
hazing, an account of which I have read 
in the papers, occurred. Like most re- 
ports of the kind, it was greatly exagger- 
ated. My hazing was not more severe 
than that given to others, and in no way 
caiculated to p'ace me in a severe physi- 
cal condition. 

“T had no convulsions: that report is 
entirely erroneous. I had what you might

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DEMANDS LIVES 
OF THREE MEN 
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Pasecuting Arne Arraigns 
Prisoners in Bosschieter Case, 
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GIRL KILLED LIKE A DOG 


Attorneys for Defense Clairh That 
State Has Not Maie Out Its 
Case—Alleged Charge of 
Assault Is Not 
Proven. 


Paterson, N. J., Janudry 17.—For the en- 
tire session today the opposing counse] in 
the Jennie Bosschieter murder trial ap- 
pealed to the jury. Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Ralph Shaw began .the sum- 
ming up for the state. It was expected 
that Mr. Emley would do this, but he 
merely offered in evidence the under gar- 
ment said to have been a part of Jennie 
Bosschieter’s wardrobe. 

Mr. Shaw denounced the accused, who, 
he said, had taken the girl out to put her 
to death like a dog. He demanded that 
the jury render such qa verdict as the law 
and the evidence demanded, one of guilty 
in thevhighest degree. 

Then Y¥-Judge Francis Scott led in the 
summing\up for the defense. He was 
followed by Michael Dunn. Their ad- 
dresses were very similar.. They declared 
that no case had been made out against 
Walter McAllister, William Death and 
Andrew Campbell. They ridiculed the 
expert testimony and branded the hack- 
man, Schulthorpe, as a man of the low- 
est type and of the basest motives. They 
maintained e the story told by him 
was not supported by evidence and that 
it was a lie. Mr. Scott made a point that 
if Schulthorpe’s story were to be believ- 
ed at all he should be a prisoner accused 
of participation in the crime. Mr. Scott 
was arguing that the state had failed to 
prove its first count, that of assault, 
when Judge Dixon interrupted him, say- 
ing: 

“‘Before you proceed, I want the jury 
to understand that if chloral were given, 
or if a person were struck or choked in 


order to accomplish the assault, the 
oison or violence is a purt of the as-

“Under the direction of the secretary 
of.war, the superintendent of the United 
States military academy shall make and 
enforce such rules and regulations as 
will prevent the practice of hazing, and 
any cadet found rullty of participating 
in such practice shali be expelled from 
the academy and shall not be reappointed 
to the corps of cadets therein nor to the 
army of the United States.’’

CROWN HEAVY WITH GEMS 


Presides at Chapter of Knights of 
Black Eagle for Invastiture of 
New Knights—Ceremony 
Was One of Great 
Pomp. 


Berlin, January 17.—The celebration of 
the bi-centenary of the kingdom of Prus- 
sia began today with all the pomp befit- 
ting such an occasion. All the approaches 
to the palace, gay with a profusion of 
flags and buntings, were thronged with 
sightseers. 

Emperor William, the crown prince and 
the duke of Connaught arrived from the 
castle on foot. After an inspection of the 
color company, they proceeded to the cov- 
ered court, where the princes, generals 
and officers’ deputation awaited them. 
The empress watched the proceedings 
from the palace balcony. General Von 
Bock-Polach, in behalf of the officers’ 
corps, congratulated his majesty on the 
occasion of the celebration and called for 
three cheers for the emperor, which were 
given heartily and accompanied by the 
band playing the Prussian national hymn. 
After the emperor had replied to General 
Von Bock-Polach the march past was 
carried out and the emperor and his party 
then returned to the castle. 

In the lower house of the diet today the 
president of the house read Emperor Wil- 
liam’s reply to the congratulations of the 
house on the bi-centenary, in the course 
of which his majesty declared he was 


‘well aware that the kings of Prussia 


would never have been able to achieve 
such prominence in the world’s history 
without the support of the people which 
supplied them with officers, soldiers and 
officials of all classes, so superior that 
their equals could scarcely be found in 
any other nation. He was confident the 
same spirit that raised Prussia to her 
present eminence would continue forever 
to animate the people. Three cheers were 
given for his majesty. 

About noon the Knights of the Black 
Eagle were summoned to attend a chap- 
ter held in the hall of the Knights under 
the presidency of Emperor William,for the 
investiture of the new knights, including 
the crown prince, Frederick William, 
Prince George of Saxony, Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand, Prince Rupprecht of Ba- 
varia, Count Von Buelow and General 
Planitz. The emperor personally decor- 
ated the new knights with the chain of 
the order and gave them the accolade. 

A‘together fifty-two knights of the Black 
Eagle were present, among them three 
foreign, the duke of Connaught of Eng- 
land, Archduke Francis Ferdinand of 
‘Austria and Grand Duke Cladimir of 
Russia. The ceremony was in ail re- 
spects unusually gorgeous. 
court, with the highest state, army and 
naval officials, stood in four rows on both 
sides of the 4hrone. Emperor William 
wore a big crown, whose diamonds alone 
aggregated 7% kKarats, ‘besides pearls and 
one sapphire, the whole crown weighing 
three pounds. The .vyal insignia were 
borne spon cushions by pages on the 
right and left.

It was especially re- 
marked that the bearing of Count von

These figures are outside the pale of 
argument—they’are astounding. Here 
are rates not based upon regular sail-. 
ings from one port as against irregular 
calls from another, nor upon regular 
line 
while it is irregular on another. The 
railroads from Atlanta to Mobile and 
Tampa are as regularly equipped and 
as fully patronized, paying equally as 

good, if not better dividends, than 
those which make the connection to 
New York. In all directions the 
freight trains go out equally well 
laden, so that the plea of empty cars 
one way cannot be entertained. The 
same facts are true of the steamship 
lines. The Plant system owns the wa- 
ter as well as the railroad line to Tam- 
pa, while from Mobile and New York 
the railroad managements have equiv- 
alent understandings, if not direct 
inter-ownership. Therefore, these fig- 
ures show an unblushing, unjustifiable 
discrimination against Atlanta and 
against southern ports. 

Masters of transportation have, in 
times past, complained of the agrarian 
disposition of the people, describing 
their action as unjust and destructive 
of property rights. In the light of the 
figures quoted, is this complaint true? 
When tariff sheet experts meet and 
proceed to discriminate against the 
whole country in favor of one port, 
are they themselves free from the 
charge of destroying property values? 
Railroad commissions have been forced 
into existence because of the unwill- 
ingness of railroad managers to appre- 
ciate their public relation, and all the 
anti-railroad agitations can be traced 
to the same disregard of property 
rights. At the present time there is a 
bill to amend the interstate commerce 
act, the argument for the passage of 
which is this identical arbitrary dis- 
crimination between points. 

The south is now on an unprecedent- 
ed business develcpment. Is the build- 
ing of cotton factories and other en- 
terprises to be held down and discrim- 
inated against by the very men whose 
policy should be to upbuild trade along 
their lines? ‘No amount of “tariff ex- 
planation” can justify the difference in 
rates between Atlanta and Mobile and 
New York. The rate via Tampa is pro- 
hibitory in favor of New York, and 
should not be permitted to stand. 

The new chamber of commerce of 
this city should find in this subject 
matter for enthusiasm as well as for 
work. What does the chamber pro- 
pose to do? The business of Atlanta is 
certainly large enough to induce the 
railroads into terms if our business 
men would only get together in a de- 
termined way. When a shipment can. 
be sent around 2,477 miles for less 
money than it can be sent 829 miles, 
thers is something wrong, and the 
Chamber of commerce should be able 
to find it out. 

The south will never really prosper | 


until her business men learn the les- 
son of co-operation. . 


Diminution of Yellow Fever. 

The health reports from Havana 
continue to make plain the increase in 
healthful conditions, showing that yel- 
low fever has been brought under sub- 
stantial control. | 

The records for ten years past show 
that deaths from all’ causes were 31.80 
per 1,000 in 1890, rising to 40 per 1,000 
in 1891, and remaining in the neigh- 
borhood of 30 per 1,000 until 1896, 
when it went up to 75.45 per 1,000, and 
falling to 27.10 in 1899, the first year 
of American control, and 23.28 per 1,000 
for the year just closed. This de- 
crease of the normal] rate has been 
brought about by the control of yellow 
fever. Thus November showed 214 
cases, with 54 deaths, and December 62 
cases, with but 20 deaths, a decrease 
from December of 1899, when there 
were 70 cases, with 22 deaths. The cases 
reported for December make the curi- 
ous revelation of 67 for tuberculosis to 
62 for yellow fever. Analyzing the sus- 
ceptibility to yellow fever, it is shown 
that of 57 cases in the hospital on De- 
cember Ist, 48 were immigrants of 
within one year’s residence from Spain, 
8 Americans, 1 Syrian, but no Cubans. 
For some reason the fever is fed al- 
most wholly from Spanish immigra- 
tion, so that the sanitary precautions 
which have done so much for the city 
itself will now have to be extended 
to the Spanish shipping. 

The wholesale manner in which the 
cleaning up of the city is prosecuted is 
shown by the figures of sanitary work 
done for December, when 10,500 prem- 
ises ‘were inspected, 7,250 notices sent, 
10,500 cesspools examined, 550 cleaned, 
1,473 houses cleaned and _ disin- 
fected, 774 cartloads of disinfected ma- 
terial removed and 208 laborers kept at 
work. Through such drastic measures 
as these the worst hole of disease in 
the world except Constantinople has 
been redeemed and brought within a 
creditable figure. 

The great danger to be feared in the 
coming independence of Cuba is that 
this sanitary campaign may lose its 
force, and the old conditions be per- 
mitted to grow up again. It has been 
demonstrated that the disease can be 
stamped out, and some _ provision 
should be made by which this end 
may be secured.

The Population of Columbus. 

The Constitution has already sup- 
ported the claim of Columbus for a re- 
count of her population, based upon a 
statement made in news correspond- 
ence. The fact that the census bureau 
has admitted mistakes in many cases 
is the best possible proof that others 
exist, and it is but just to the com- 
plaining localities that they should 
have the recount demanded. 

The Ledger protests against a count 
which would give Columbus an in- 
crease of only 311 in ten years, the 
published population for 1900 being 
only 17,614 as against 17,303 ten years 
ago, in which it is joined by the city 
authorities. In explaining the situa- 
tion, The Ledger says: 

A history of the entire matter can be 
briefly stated. Ten years ago General 
Marion Bethune was census superviso® 
for this district. The work was done in 
such a clumsy manner and the figures for 
Columbus were so obviously incorrect 
that the board of trade and the city 
council demanded a recount. which was 
finally granted, in part. Certain districts 
were counted a second time and the fig- 
ures showed an increase of several thou- 
sard over those originally reported to the 
department by Supervisor Bethune. A 
committee of Columbusites, desiring to 
see that the matter was presented to the 
census department at Washington in 
proper shape, went on to the capital and 
obtained an interview with the head of 
the department. The entire matter was 
gone over carefully and in the end the 


| department assured the Columbus com- 


mittee that the correct figures for Colum- 
bus would be announced as being 18,879. 
The result of the visit of the committee 
and the promise of the department offi- 
cilals were publighed in the local papers, 
in a measure giving satisraction. How- 
ever, the committee and every one else 
was greatly surprised when the abstract 
of the census was published to find that, 
the population of Columbus was placed at 
17,303, instead of 18,879, as promised. Just 
how the department managed to get rid 
of that 1,576 additional population no one 
in Columbus ever ascertained. The process 
was probably a unique one, but it remains 
a secret of the census department. 
Taking the increase evident to any 
observer, there can be no doubt but 
that Columbus should be credited with 
from 7,000 to 10,000 more than appears 
on the census tables. The incompe- 


tency of the census bureau is a matter 


of genera] comment in the press of 
the country.

Lincoln, Neb., January 12, !90!.—In this 
morning’s Nebraska State Journal I read with 
much interest and concern what was said in 
your paper about the case of Hattie Hughes.

On that ground onty do I 
justify what I have to say on the question at 
issue, Hattie Hughes is the co-efficient of a 
host that no man can number, and it may 
be that unless we can solve the enigma she 
impersonates her class will be our undoing. 
I do not pretend to have a prescription, nor 
the formulary -of a panacea for the cure of 
social leprosy; a thought for consideration, 
that is all, 

The question up for solution will never be 
solved until the political duties of resigion 
and the religious needs of politics shall have 
a hearing and fair play among men. An hon- 
est averaging of the combined powers of moral 
politics and civil religion will go a long 
way towards making real_ righteousness, 
and there is no other understandable 
and attractive, Parchmented enactments 
and pious scrolls will not of themselves work 
the great mfracle of regeneration; when our 
legislative bodies will reflect in our statutes 
fm conscience and our church members in their 
daily business lives a conduct indicating that 
they are about the Father’s business in the 
earth as was the Master, then real goodness 
will be as dominant in society as vice now 
is or ever was. 

It may be a bit heretical to advocate great- 
er and more general tolerance toward the 
shortcomings of our brothers and_ sisters. 
God remembers that we are dust, but we seem 
to think we are not. That makes us unkind 
and inquisitorial and despotic. The interval 
separating the good and evil ought not be 
made impassable by us; goodness in its celes- 
tial glory should be brought so near the hid- 
eousness of evil that sin-stricken man could 
pass from his low estate to the high plane 
of beautiful goodness in one step. Then we 
could look upon the moral leper to heal him 
and the finger of scorn would point in the 
opposite direction. We fail in this so often 
now, not because we lack earnestness, but 
because we try to make reformation a briefer 
thing that re-form-ation. We are defeated so 
often not because we are lukewarm, but he- 
cause we have allowed zeal to take 
the place of judgment, That is why vice 
seems so long lived—public virtue is so 
spasmodic and futile. 

History teaches that felonies became fewer 
ads soon as capital punishment became less 


‘popular and the abolition of the penalty pre- 


ceded the reduction of crime. The prudence 
of the jurist might be profitably imitated by 
the moralist. The ranks of our Hattie 
Hugheses would then become less solid, for 
when vice becomes less heinous then goodness 
will become more accessible. 

I shudder as I write these words for noth- 
ing is so awful in this world as sin, an: 
nothing seems too severe if it must be em- 
ployed to heal the fetid ulcers of society. But 
violence has always killed itself in its own 
recoil, and the impotence of irrational zeal 
is still plainly to be read on the tombstone 
of the inquisition. The centuries stand as 
mute witnesses that people were never made 
good by law and denominational piety rests 
under the same silent condemnation. Is it 
not about time we close the ponderous tomes 
of law and lay aside the telescope of theology 
and feel of our fellows as brothers? The 
question insolently asked by Cain will prob- 
ably come very near being solved during this 
century, but it will not be by our lawmakers, 
nor by the churches, but by common human- 
ity, under God, listening and obeying, not the 
hurricane nor the earthquake, but the “still 
small voice.’’

CHAT WITH HARMSWORTH

St. Augustine, Mla., January 16.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.)—The beginning of 
what the natives of this delightful part 
of the world familiarly call ‘“‘the season” 
was marked this afternoon by the open- 
ing of the Ponce ae Leon. From the 
local viewpoint the opening of this fa- 
mous hotel each year means more than 
the inauguration of qa new president 
means to the residents of Washington. 

St. Augustine is whgt Flagler and his 
hotels have made it. the sleepy old town 
recognizes its obligations and does not 
assume to do more than furnish back- 
ground and local color for the play-

grounds and beautiful structures its pa- | 
tron saint has caused to be constructed. | 


Every one refers to the big hotel in terms 
of pride and affection as “‘The Ponce.”’ 
To give it its full narne is to prove your- 
self an outsider. Just as the opening of 
the great palace is the gayest day in the 
calendar for the local residents, so is its 
closing day the saddest. During the three 
months that it is open the town is full 


of life and gayety, and movement and 
color—and money. Local standards would 
give the last named the first place. The 
trades people, the curio dealers, the cab- 
men, the boatmen and al] of those who 
contribute in any way to the comfort and 
pleasure of the tourists, are artists of re- 
pute in their respective lines and they 
fatten and grow rich. 

It was easy to understand why the 
great crowds of townspeople had banked 
in the street opposite the. main entrance 
early this afternoon and waited for 3 
o’clock—the hour set for the formal open- 
ing—to arrive. All day a grim-visaged 


‘guardian had stood at the heavily barred 


outer portals denying admission to all 
who sought entrance. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock on all the flag- 
poles on the house, and on the tall staff 
on the little plaza opposite the entrance, 
appropriate bunting had been sent up in 
stops and uniformed men stood at the 
halyard® awaiting the signal. Promptly 
on the minute the little brass cannon 
barked its short staccato note, there was 
a fanfare of trumpets, a burst of patriotic 
music, the great house flag was broken 
out, all the small streamers and pennons 
fluttered from their poles and the crowds 
began to surge toward the open gates. 
All over town prices, except on postage 
stamps, had advanced 50 per cent. The 
season had opened and commerce pricked 
its ears and began to take notice. 


Alfred Harmsworth, of The London 
Daily Mail; the duke of Newcastle, Lord 
Francis Hope, Countess Montejoye, of 
Cairo, and Lieutenant General Schofield, 
former commander in chief of the United 
States army, were some of the distin- 
guished people who were registered dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

Mr. Harmsworth easily takes prece- 
dence over his titled countrymen and the 
others, because he is a young man who is 
doing things. 

It is not so long since he set staid old 
England by the ears with his modern 
newspaper making methods. His recent 
experiments in ‘‘tabloid’’ journalism have 
attracted attention all over the. world. 
He is full to the hilt with ideas that are 
startling in their freshness and forceful- 
ness. In the brief dispatch written after 
my interview with him this afternoon 
lack of time prevented any adequate re- 
port of the impression his strong person- 
ality makes on those with whom he 
comes in contact. His ‘ruddy, clean 
shaven face is unmarked by a single line; 
it is almost boyish in expression. The 
strength lies in the steady, wide-open, 
alert eyes, set widely apart, and in the 
conformation of his brow and back head. 
He has not the nervous, eager restless- 
ness and unrepressed energy common to

so many editors of great American 
dailies, but his repose suggests an almost 
unbounded reserve strength. 

When gpeaking his words tumble out 
rapidly. His voice is low and pleasant. 
He ends leis sentences as abruptly as 
though his flow of speech was controlled 
by an air brake. His cordiality and obvi- 
ous sincerity are perhans the most no- 
ticeable characteristics of his manner. 

On newspaper making, and the success 
that must inevitably attend intelligent, 
well directed efforts toward a definite 
goal, he speaks as one having authority. 
On American newspapers a6 a class he 
would not comment. 

“There are too many,” he said, 
speak of them as a whole, and they 
differ so widely in their policy and charac- 
ter. It would be impossible, for instance, 
to compare the New York Journal and 
the New York Evening Post. They differ 
so radically. 

‘The gdistinguishing difference between 
the American newspaper and the English 
newspaper is in the accuracy of the Eng- 
lish papers. It is absolutely vital that 
all of our reports should be accurate to 
the last degree. Inaccuracy in chronl- 
cling even unimportant events would 
mean ruin for one of our papers. I have 
kown great news ‘beats’ to be left out of 
the papers on our side because all of the 
details of the story could not be verified. 

“The first paper I saw when I landed 
in New York was an afternoon paper 
that had a great black head-line running 
entirety across the front page, and stating 
that some forty school children had been 
drowned in a dreadful accident. The next 
day a three-line paragraph announced 
that the story was not true, but was the 
joke of a trainman. Any English paper 
that allowed itself to be imposed on in 
such fashion would be irretrievably ruin- 
ed. The public would have none of it. 
They prefer accuracy even at the cost of 
enterprise, and I think the indications are 
that the American public is gradually 
coming to the same way of thinking. 

‘‘[ think our English papers give equally 
as good a news service to their readers as 
do the newspapers of this country. I 
noted carefully the way in which your 
larger papers covered the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war and have compared it with the 
manner in which the war in South Africa 
was handled by the English papers. Our 
creditable, I think. 
own paper, the Mail, for example, 
had thirty correspondents in the field 
throghout the war. Of this number only 
about eight returned unwounded. Poor 
George Steevens died of enteric fever in 
Ladysmith, Julian Ralph was wounded by 
a bursting shell and the others were 
disabled in various ways."* 

When the subject of textile manufac- 
turing in the south was touched upon, 
Mr. Harmsworth evinced an eager interest 
and asked many questions. The number 
of mills; the quanity and quality of their 
product; the class of operatives and their 
pay; the kind of jwoms in use and the 
number; the number of looms one opera- 
tive could run; the various reasons for as- 
suming that another southern mill could 
in time secure the export business now

“In the north there,” he said, “in 
Lancashire and Yorkshire, is the richest 
section in the world, and the men who 
have made it so are keen and shrewd.

HORPHINE ENDED 
WADE'S TROUBLES 


Merchant of Moultrie Found Dead in 
Maine Hotel, 


NO STATEMENT IS MADE 


Doubts Expressed as to Suicidal In- 
tent in the Case. 


LEFT WORD AT OFFICE TO BE CALLED 


At 10 O'Clock Yesterday Morning 
the Room Was Forced Open and 
Body Found on Bed. 


W. C. Wade, a merchant of Moultrie, 
Ga., was found dead in bed yesterday 
morning in a room in the Maine hotel, on 
Marietta street. al 

On the bed beside the dead body was 
also found a bottle about half filled with 
morphine tablets, the missing contents 
being the evident cause of the man’s 
death. 

Whether Wade swallowed the tablets 
with suicidal intent or not, however, is 
merely conjecture, as there is no evidence 
to show positively that he meant to end 
his life. The body was found yesterday 
morning about 10 o’clock and a short time 
later an inquest was held over the re- 
mains by Coroner Stamps. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that Wade came to his death as a result 
of swallowing an overdose of morphine, 
but the jury failed to state whether the 
death was a suicide or was accidental. 

So far no information has been obtain- 
ed that would throw any light on the 
matter, with the exception of the fact 
that Wade has been separated from his 
wife for some time. If Wadé committed 
suicide, and the circumstances connected 
with the affair lead to that belief, the 
motive is shrouded in mystery. 

Wade came to Atlanta Wednesday af- 
ternoon and he secured a room at the 
Maine hotel. On retiring he left a-call for 
10 o’clock yesterday morning. At that 
hour the chambermaid went to the room 
and knocked on the door for the purpose 
of waking the occupant. There was no 
response to her repeated rappings and 
she informed one of the hotel officials of 
this fact. 

The door was then forced open and 
Wade was discovered on the bed, his life 
extinct. The half-filled bottle of mor- 
phine tablets was found beside him. 
When purckased the bottle contained 
about 100 tablets. 

The body was later removed to the un- 
dertaking establishment of H. M. Patter- 
son, where it was prepared for burial, and 
where the inquest was held. It was as- 
certained that the father of Wade resides 
on Wilmington island, near Savannah, 
and he was notified of the death of his 
son. 

At a late hour last night no reply had 
been received from the father and it is 
not known what disposition will be made 
of the remains. It is stated that Wade is 
a member of the Knights of Pythias and 
that order will take charge of the body 
until the funeral arrangements are made. 
The dead man is apparently about thirty- 
five years of age. 


CARROLL REFUSED A PARDON 


Slayer of Maggie Donahoo Must 
Serve His Sentence. 


PARDON FOR JOHN A. BROWN 


Mrs. M. E. Horne’s Application Filed 
im the Case of Dolly 
Pritchett. 


John Carroll, who was convicted in 
Fulton superior court in 1894 of the mur- 
der of Maggie Donehoo and sentenced to 
life imprisonment, was refused a pardon 
| by Governor Candler yesterday. 

It was stated that one of Carroll's prin- 
cipal grounds for asking executive clem- 
ency was that “Maggie wa'n’ no ‘count 
ffohow,”” but the prison commission ana 
the governor did not see wherein that 
mitigated this offense, and he must re- 
main in the penitentiary. Many names 
w@re signed to the petition for pardon 
and it was stated Carroll is almost a 
Physical wreck. 

John A. Brown, convicted of man- 
slaughter at the April term, 1896, of Hen- 
ry county superior court and sentenced 
to serve twenty years in the penitentiary, 
was pardoned. He was convicted of man- 
Slaughter on the game evidence on which 
W. J. Butler was convicted of involun- 
tary manslaughter, and it was the opin- 
ion of the prison commission and the 
governor that Brown's punishment haa 
been sufficient to satisfy the law. 

In addition to the letters which she filea 
with the prison commission some time 
ago, Mrs. M. E. Horne has filed a petition 
with that body in which she asks that 
in the event a pardon be granted by the 
commission to Dolly. Pritchett, of Chero- 
kee county, who was sent up for life 
for infanticide, she be turned over to 
her to be sent to the Home of the Gooa 
Shepherd at Georgetown, D. C. So far, 
however, there is no application before 
the commission upon which it can take 
action, and nothing will be done until 
formal application for pardon is filed.

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way Club to Endow One 
MEETING HELD AT KIMBALL 


Master’ Mechanics Named and Com- 
mittee To Loox Into Feasibil- 
ity of Plan, Will Proba- 
bly Adopt It at Next 
Meeting. 


The quarterly meeting of the Southern 
and Southwestern Railway Club, held at 
the Kimball House yesterday morning, 
was of more than usual interest from the 
fact that it will probably result in the 
creation of a scholarship at the Georgia 
School of Technology. 

There were about twenty members of 
the club present when the meeting was 
called to order by President W. L. Tracy, 
master mechanic of the Southern railway 
at the shops in Atlanta. The club is com- 
posed of master mechanics of the rail- 
roads of the south and southwest, and 
there were members present from Geor- 
gia, Alabama, South Carolina and Tennes- 
see. Mr. W. A. Love, of Atlanta, is sec- 
retary of the club. 

The action taken with reference to 
a creation of a scholarship at the Tech- 
nological school w the most important 
matter before the meeting. It wag dis- 
cussed to considerable extent, and the 
feeling of the club With reference to it 
was practically unanimous in its favor. 
At the same time more definite informa- 
tion was desired with regard: to what 
steps will have to be taken before the 
matter is finally settled. Accordingly a 
committee was appointed, of which Pres- 
ident Tracy is a member, to secure the 
desired information and place it before 
the club at the next meeting to be held 
on the third Thursday in April next. 

‘The club has a reserve fund on hand,’’ 
said Mr. T. B. Irwin, master mechanic of 
the Central railroad at Augusta, ‘‘and we 
felt that rather than throw the money 
away on banquets or anything of that 
kind, it would be far better to establish 
this scholarship, and give some poor but 
worthy young man a chance to make 
something of himself in this world. Then, 
too, we thought of the benefit 
of this prominent southern institution 
that might accrue from the establishment 
of such scholarships, and a schoo].of that 
kind is one that we mechanics would nat- 
urally like to aid. Altogether the feeling 
of the club was decidedly in favor of it, 
and I think the plan will be permanently 
adopted at the next quarerly meeting.” 

It is estimated the cost of creating such 
a scholarship will be about $200 a year. 
It is the intention of the club to make this 
a permanent institution in case the plan 
is adopted. In considering the matter of 
using their reserve fund in this way, it 
is quite natural that the master mechan- 
ics should have hit upon the Technolog- 
ical school, as it is there their own pro- 
fession is taught, and the boy they edu- 
cate may one day be one of their number. 

Among the other matters discussed was 
the question of the prevention of smoke,

HUMANE SOCIETIES’ WORK. 


Two Hundred Horses Were Killed 
Last Year by the So- 
ciety 

“About 200 horses were killed by the 
society officers last year,’ said Dr. 
Carnes, of the Humane society. ““‘When 
they became permanently disabled, or 
have incurable diseases, they are put out 
of their misery. No, they are not cre- 
mated, Their carcasses are hauled out to 
the horse burying ground, near the old 
Emery market, and buried. 

“These animals contract incurable dis- 
eases during shipment to this place, or 
are disabled on the streets. and many of 
them die at the stables and horse mar- 
kets, and all are sent to tue ‘horse cem®- 
tery.’ The carcasses could be better utii- 
ized. for a good sized dead norse is worth 
about $15—more than when alive tn some 
cases. The entire animal could be used 
up for soap and fertilizers. Such a fac- 
tory would pay $500 or $600 a month. But 
the.people won’t stand it. Accidents are 
more numerous among horses, and there 
seems to be more incurable diseases con- 
tracted during transit than formerly. 
The disease known «as ‘pink eye’ has been 
quite prevalent among horses during the 
past week or two.”

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Right well was the memory of Ben 
Franklin, the typographer’s patron saint, 
honored. yesterday by the printers of 
Atlanta. Atlanta Typographical Union, 
No, 48, and its many friends filled the 
Gate City Guard armbdry almost to 
overflowing yésterday afternoon and last 
night, and the celebration in oratory, 
music and song was followed by an even- 
ing devoted to terpsichore, the gayety con- 
tinuing until past midnight. 

The Guard's armory hall was prettily 
and appropriately decorated for the oc- 
casion., Flags of the typographical union 
and its branches and flags of the nation 
graced the walls, festooned on all sides 
by tastily arranged cedar branches. The 
speakers’ stand or stage was decorated in 
red, white and blue, and the hall every- 
where bore evidence of the gala occas- 
ion that it was to be. One of the most in- 
teresting features was an old Washington 
hand-press, loaned by the Dodson Supply 
Company. The old press is more than 100 
years old, and a century ago nearly all 
the State’s printing was done upon it.

WANT CITY TO BUY BOOKS. 
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Carnegie Library Representatives 
Before Finance Committee. 
Representatives of the Carnegie Libra- 
ry Association appeared before’ the 
finance commitee of the city council at 
nogn yesterday to urge that a small ap- 
propriation to made with which to buy 
books for the Hibrary. No action was 

taken at the sitting of the committee. 

An interesting feature of the hearing 
was the talk of Miss Anne Wallace, the 
librarian, who pointed out the justice of 
the request and the advantages to Atlan- 
ta of a properly equipped library. Miss 
Wallace said: 

“The question before you now is, can 
we administer a $200,000 library plant on 
$5,000 a year? There will be six public 
rooms 30x60 feet each in the new building, 
each requiring an attendant. With an 
average salary of $50 per month, which is 
less than you pay your high school 
teachers, this item of salaries will be 
$3,600, besides the running expenses of the 
building. To enumerate, salaries, light, 
fuel, repairs, binding, printing, station- 
ery, insurance, books and periodicals, etc., 
must come from the city appropriation. 

“If with our usual good luck some phi- 
lanthropist should present the city with a 
beautif@ marble building for the Girls’ 
High school, I feel sure that the city 
would find the means to support the in- 
stitution. How much more then do we 
need the library, which. reaches not only 
the children of the poor and rich alike, 
but is used by the public at large. 

“The presence of a good library draws 
scholars to a town to take advantage of 
these facilities. A noted instance is that 
of Thomas Nelson Page, whe moved from 
Richmond. to Washington to secure libra- 
ry advantages. 

“As to the future of Ne library, we 
feel assured. No free public library has 
ever been known to fail. It is a popular 
movement and will grow as the next gen- 
eration is taught to use it. 

“We feel assured, I repeat, of the fu- 
ture. It is the problems of today that we 
must meet until the library has become 
an actual fact and has won its own place 
in the affections of the people taxed to 
support it. Other towns half the size of 
Atlanta are giving twice as much for the 
support of their labraries. Dallas and 
Houston, Texas, are both giving $4,000 a 

ear on a $50,000 gift; Chattanooga gives 

000 on a $50,000 gift, and Atlanta only 
gives $5,000 on a gift of $125,000.”

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Public Works Department to Be 
Improved 


STOCK IN BAD CONDITION 


Commissioner Collier Declares to 
Streets Committee That Fully 
Twenty Mules Are Too 
Old To Be of Any 
Use. 


As the result of a meeting of the streets 
committee of the city council held yester- 
day, council will be asked to authorize 
the auction of twenty-three worn out 
mules in the- public works department. 
If the recommendation of the committee 
is acted upon favorably, six young mules 
will be purchased at an expense not to 
exceed $900, while new harness to the 
amount of $200 will be purchased to take 
the place of that which Commissioner 
Collier declares is passed mending. 

Mr. Collier appeared before the commit- 
tee and stated that of the sixty-two mules 
in hig department fully twenty-three were 
so old and decrepit that they were prac- 


tically worthless for the city work. He 
said if he had forty-five head of fresh 
stock he could do the work of the depart- 
ment as he thought it should be done. 

According to the members of the com- 
mittee who had visited the stockade 
where the mules and implements of the 
department are kept, much of the live 
stock is in a pitiable condition. Several 
of the mules, it was stated, were so old 
that their back teeth had been worn flush 
with thé gums. Some of the apimals 
were so feeble that they frequently fell in 
the stables and had to be raised with 
the assistance of some of the hostiers. 

The commissioner of public works stat- 
ed he had taken a competent judge of 
horsefiesh out to the stockade to examine 
the live stock. This expert, it was stated, 
had @eclared many of the animals too 
old to work. A tabulated statement was 
prepared showing the estimated age of 
every animal in the department, togeth- 
er with their value. Fully twenty of the 
mules, it vaas estimated, would not bring 
more than $1 each in the open market. 

Mr. Collier said that while nearly all 
the wagons were in a more or less bad 
condition, yet he believed they could be 
repaired at the stockade so that they 
would do the work for some time to come, 
Most of the harness, he. declared, was if 
poor condition and had been repaired 
with wire instead of leather. He said the 
harness had rubbed the backs and necks 
of the mules until many of them had Taw 
places on their bodies. | | 

It was upon Councilman Longino’s ma» 
tion that the committee decided to recom- 
mend that the public works department 
be restocked and put in better condition 
to do the work that will have to be dome 
during the next twelve months. 

Mr. Collier also reported that the boiler 
of the steam rock crusher at the stock- 
ade was in such conditjon he thought it 
dangerous. He will be authorized to pur- 
chase a new boiler and put the crusher in 
proper condition. ‘ 

laiivuioed North Avenue Work. 

At this point in the proceedings Alder- 
man Harvey Johnson made a short talk 
in ‘behalf of paving North avenue in 
front of the Technological schopl. He 
said he wanted the streets ordinary to 
give $1,700 to finish fixing that street, and 
stated the plan would only mean that 
each ward should give $259 toward com- 
pleting the work. 

Mr. Johnson declared that the street 
was one of the most important in the 
city and was in an exceedingly bad con- 
dition. He thought every ward in the 
city should be willing to contribute to 
paving this thoroughfare, and gaid he 
was more than willing that his ward 
shoulaé give: toward the work out of its 
portion. 

Tt was brought out that $3,000 was need- 
ed to do the work and that the finance 
committee might not find it possible to 
apportion more than $1,300 for the work. 
This would leave a balance of $1,700 neces- 
sary to complete the improvements. 

Councilman Longino declared that he 
Was opposed to taking money from all 
the other wards to do the work in the 
fifth. “The city has done quite enough 
for the fifth ward,’’ said he, ‘‘and I am 
now going to fight to the last ditch for the 
seventh ward.” 

Ward Work Last Year, 

Dr. Longino then read an extract from 
the report of the commissioner of public 
works showing what work had been done 
in the various wards last year. The fol- 
lowing was what he read: 

First ward, street work, $8,324.76; side- 
walks, $10,045.62; second ward, street work, 
$6,182.47; sidewalks, $4,012.02: third ward, 
street work, $8,158.08: sidewalks, $6,461.40; 
fourth ward, street work, $4,634.40; side- 
walks, $6,771.35; fifth ward, street work, 
$7,364.97; sidewalks,’ $275.39; sixth ward, 
street work, $6,865.98; sidewalks, $1,965.44; 
seventh ward, street work, $3,056.75: side- 
walks, $2,263.02. * 

Several people appeared in the interest 
of certain streets and the committee 
agreed to visit all such thoroughfares to 
investigate conditions. A petition, signed 
by a number of people, was presented 
asking that a watchman be provided at 
the Pearl street crossing. 

CounciIman A. C. Minhinnett stated 
that, he was familiar with the crossing 
and believed it a menace to the lives of 
the many children who crossed it daily 
on their way to the Edgewood avenue 
school. The committee agreed to investi- 
gate the matter further.

We are obliged to say our crowded con- 
dition is such that we cannot do the work 
that we ought or would do, did our 
space allow us the necessary convenien- 
ces. It is hoped that the present needs 
wil be met during this year. 

MembersMip.—The time is past when it 
can be said our members take no interest 
in the work beyond that which they get 
out of it. While there are many who do 
not yet realize that to be a good mem- 
ber means to give as well as to get, many 
more of them have found a membership 
is valuable by a much greater degree 
when they put of their time, thought 
and effort into it and have been blessed 
by so doing. During the past year there 
have been instances when the sacrifices 
made and the devotion to the work by 
the members have been such that it has 
stirred our hearts and made them rejoice. 
So the.report of the able chairman of this 
committee is very true when, as he re- 
views the work of the past year, he gives 
much credit to the membership commit- 
tee and their member friends, for no 
showing would have been possible had it 
not been for their kindly and valuable 
assistance. As we look for a moment at 
the figures contained in the report, let us 
not jump at conclusions. The member- 
ship, consisting of 1,213 men and boys, is 
by far the largest in the history of our 
work, but we must not multiply this by 
ten to get the membership receipts, for 
out of so large a number many join and 
are obliged to drop out, then ouf mem- 
bership privileges range in price from 
$2.50 to $10.00. When we collect from 
members an average of nearly $6.00 per 
capita, it is a magnificent showing. The 
work is now in shape and there is such an 
interest taken by so many of our mem- 
bers our numbers will now increase in 
proportions as our space for privileges 
will admit. 

Entertainment.—The best 
made by our entertainment committee 
is the one for the year just closed. An 
arrangement was made by the chairman 
of this committee with the manager of 
the Alkahest Lyceum Company whereby 
we have been able to give our members 
seven first class lectures and concerts at 
a cost of $3.50 to the association. 

Junior.—It is impossible to give a cor- 
rect idea of this part of our work from 
figures. One has to come in touch with

Waggoner, and his strong committee of 
management. 

Ladies’ Auxiliary.—No report of this 
work would or coud be complete without 
referring to the hearty co-operation giv- 
en us by the noble band of women com- 
prising our ladies’ auxillary.

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STRENGTH OF STATE TROOPS 


Annual Reports to Washington Made 
by Adjutant General. 


TOTAL FORCES NUMBER 4,609 


oe 


One Report Made to Secretary of 
War and One to Secretary of 
the Navy. . 


Adjutant General W. J. Robertson made 
two important annual reports to Wash- 
ington vesterday, giving the statisti¢s of 


the strength of the Georgia state troops. 


Records of these statistics from all states 
as they stand on January Ist are kept 
in the war and navy departments 
Washington. 

One of these reports was made to the 
secretary of war, giving a list of the cav- 
alry. artillery and infantry forces. This 
report showed a total strength in Geor- 
gia on January Ist of 4,481 men, a gain of 
518 men over last year. This, of course, 
is exclusive of the naval militia. Of this 
number 332 are officers and 4,149 privates 
and non-commissioned officers. The Geor- 
gia state troops, exclusive of the naval 
militigz. comprise one regiment of ceay- 
airs’, one battalion of heavy artillery, 
three light batteries of artillery, five réegi- 
ments infantry and one battalion of 
colored infantry, a total of seventy-nine 
companies. 

There has been a more active attend- 
ance of the men during the past year 
than in 1899, owing to the fact that many 
“honorary” privates were dropped from 
the rolls. It became necessary for the 
con anies to look after their attendance 
in order to draw their armory rent al- 
lowed by the state. , 

Another report was forwarded to the 
secretary of the navy. This showed the 
strenath of the Georgia naval militia as 
follows: Three divisions, one at Savan- 
nah and two at Brunswick, comprising 
17 officers and 111 privates, or a total of

New Orleans, January 1!7.—Much interest 
was centered in the course of Liverpool today, 
as that market had taken the lead in the ad- 
vance. Advices from there, however, stated 
that Mr. Neill had confirmed his previous 
estimate, which was disbelieved, causing longs 
to resell. Our market in sympathy opened 8 
points lower, declined 4 additional on the free 
port and interior movement and the large 
Bombay weekly receipts, which were 86,000 
this year, against 41,000 last year. Near 
the close short covering caused a slight rally, 
making the net loss on the day 19 to 
points. The enthusiasm apparent yesterday 
was lacking, and it is beginning to dawn on 
a good many that the recent reports from all 
over the south to the effect that the*holdings 
are heavier than any one expected, are being 
borne out by the large interior receipts. The 
restricted export demand for spots causes 
cotton to accumulate in the interior and pre- 
vent its coming’ to the ports. Should export- 
ers enter the market freely port receipts 
would immediately increase.

The holders of cotton this season don't 
hold as large lines as is usually the case, 
and therefore, as smaller lots are held, there 
are a great Many more holders than in pre- 
vious years.( They pay little attention to the 
ups and do of the market; they seem to 
have their prices fixed, and when cotton 
reaches their limit they offer it. On lines 
as the present one, we find little or no fbotton 
on the market, except at very much higher 
prices than the controlling markets justify 
and it always seems On declines there are a 
great many buyers and few sellers, 

We still adhere to our estimate of 10,050,- 
000 bales, which we made in November last, 
as maximum. 

The marketing during the first of the season 
up to the !Oth of October has been the most 
rapid we have ever had in any season. From 
October !Oth until the latter part of Novem- 
ber the marketing was abnormally slow: the 
advance that then set in brought out quanti- 
ties of cotton, and the marketing was again 
rapid until the [6th of December. Since then 
the marketing has been normal, and while 
there is a great deal of cotton firmly held, 
we desire to state that cotton is held to a 
great degree every season, except during very

New York, January 17.—The state of mind 
of speculators in stocks Was one of extreme 
nervousness today. The cloud of distrust was 
somewhat dispersed during the course of the 
day and prices were laboriously lifted to a 
level above last night, but uneasiness re- 
curred during the late dealings and the mar- 
ket closed with urgent selling in force and 
with violent breaks in a number of important 
stocks. The excessive confusion of the price 
movement during the early part of the day 
served to put speculators long of stock in 
a state of bewNderment. There was bold and 
powerful manipulation used to support prices 
and to dissuade holders from selling. The 
extreme dullness into which the market fell 
after the early selling movement had been 
checked was proof of the success achieved 
by the maneurc?, but when it began to ap- 
pear that the marking up of prices had been 
simply for the purpose of affording a market 
to realize on, the presgure to sell became ur- 
gent again, leading to the final break in 
prices. The price movement was so irregular 
and mixed at all times as to defy any close 
analysis. The opening weakness was most 
marked in the Steel group and the conditions 
among the great steel corporations continued 
to excite grave uneasiness during the entire 
session. The conviction is taking form in 
speculative circles that a war between the 
steel companies is dangerously imminent, 
which, if it comes, will demoralize earnings 
in the trade. The tacit admission by inside 
authorities of a coming bond issues by led- 
eral Steel is accepted .as foreshadowing a 
coming struggle. That stock had a further 
decline of 3% and Federal Steel preferred of 
2 points on this account, and losses in other 
members of the group ranged “from |! to 3 
points, Meantime manipulative support was 
effective in other parts of the list, Sugar, 
People’s Gas, St. Paul, Manhattan and a 
number of the Pacifics and Southwesterns 
were lifted from | to 2 points. Then support 
was accorded to the steel stocks and the prin- 
cipal members of the group, including Federal 
Steel, (in Plate, Steel and Wire and Smelt- 
ing wére placed largely above last night. At 
one time there was a depression in the railroad 
list, and prices generally fell away there 
with’ occasional exceptions which were held 
up as a support to the market. In the final 
slump the whole list fell again with very 
few exceptions below last night. There were 
such violent breaks as 4% in Baltimore and 
Ohio, 4% in Manhattan, 3% in Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit and Northern Pacific, 3% in Sugar 
and 2% in St. Paul and New York Central. 
Many of the railroad stocks were at the low- 
est when the market closed. The statement 
of President Hill, of the Great Northern, that 
he had never owned a share of St. Paul stock 
in his life had a greatiy unsettling Influence 
on speculators pho have worked on the con- 
viction that St.Paul had passed to the control 
of Great Northern and Northern Pacific, The 
declaration of a 2 per cent dividend on New 
York, Chicago and St, Louis second preferred, 
where all the way from 2% to 5 per cent bad 
been confidently expected, caused a re-adjust- 
ment of ideas as to a large number of anal- 
ogous cases. The denial of the rumor that 
Metropolitan Street railway had leased Man- 
hattan, upset another line of speculative cai- 
culations. The money supply continues super- 
abundant, but the growing belief that a not- 
able outward movement of gold has begun 
served as an additional drag on the market.

Women Agree to Furnish Assem- 
bly Hall of The Home, - 


MINIATURE OF WINNIE 
DAVIS IS RAFFLED 


Daughters of the Confederacy, At- 
lamta Chapter, Offer Their 
Services in the Interest of 
the Soldiers’ Home. 


T A large meeting of the Atlanta 
A emmveer Daughters of the Confed- 

eracy, held yesterday afternoon, 
| Mrs. Helene Plane presiding, the organi- 
gation unanimously decided to offer their 
services in the interest of the Soldiers’ 
home and to furnish the assembly room 
or memorial home of that institution. 
‘While the organization as a whole decid- 
ed upon these first steps towards helping 
the veterans in the work before them, 
individual members of the organization to 
the number of fifteen or sixteen express- 
ed the wish to furnish the rooms and 
otherwise show their great interest in 
the retreat for the gallant old soldiers. 

Thig interest on the part of the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy in the home is 
but a continuance of their work in that 
direction, since the veterans recognize 
that no greater influence was brought to 
bear by any source than that exercised 
by the Daughters who first aided so sub- 
stantially in building the home, and who 
since then have co-operated with the vet- 
erans in their every effort towards secur- 
ing the necessary appropriation: for its 
maintenance. 

In the mean time the ,rellef committee 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy. have 
never turned a deaf ear to the appeals 
made by or for a veteran in need, the re- 
port read by the chairman of the relief 
committee yesterday indicating so con- 
clusively how great is the need for ‘the 
home, and at the same-time the good 
work that has been carried on in that di- 
rection by the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy. 

Another interesting feature brought be- 
fore the meeting by the president yes- 
terday was that in which she demon- 
etrated the active work being accomplish- 
ed by the organization along educational 
lines. 

Both the Lucy Cobb institute and 
Shorter college, at the solicitation of the 
organization , have given a free schol- 
arship each to any young woman the de- 
scendant of a confederate soldier, the ap- 
plication of the young woman.to be in- 
dorsed by the Daughters. 

Further and along educational lines is 
the .‘‘Winnie Davis Memorial Annex,’’ at 
the State Normakchool, in Athens, Mrs. 
Plane reminding her patriotic band yes- 
terday that the funds for that purpose 
must be raised at once.

Daughters of the Confederacy determined 
that their tribute to the memory of Win- 
nie Davis should be in the nature of a 
living monument, in the building of ‘a 
memorial hall where the sons or daugh-

It was determined to build this mon¢g- 


ment in connection with a state institu-, 


‘tion that its permanency might be as- 
sumed. 

As a gift to the proposed fund, Mrs. 
Plane recetved yesterday a minature of 
Winnie Davis, which has been painted 
‘by the well-known artist, Lycett, and 
‘which will be raffled at 50 cents a chance. 

In reply to a question as to what the 
laws were governing the bestowal of the 


cross of honor on the veterans, and in. 


what elegivility consisted, Mrs. Plane 
stated that the rules governing the mat- 
ted had not as yet been formulated by 
the special committee of the U. D. C., and 
that as soon as they were they would be 
officially announced through the various 
chapters, U. D. C., and through the 
press. 

An invitation was read from Professor 
William F. Slaton of the Boys’ High 
school, inviting the Daughters of the Con- 
féederacy to be present at the oratorical 
contest of the ten students of the school 
who will compete for the medal offered 
by the Order of Robert B. Lee. By un- 
animous vote the secretary was authorized 
to acknowledge with appropriate terms of 
appreciation, the cordial invitation of 
Professor Slaton, and to state that the 
members of the Atlanta chapter U: D. C.

Merchants File Bill Against Rosenthal 
and Watchman.

CLAIM MORTGAGE IS A FRAUD 


Rosenthal Holds Alleged Mortgage 
on Watchman’s Story 


SENSATIONAL FEATURE IS DEVELOPED 


Is Alleged That Watchman Claimed 
He Was Indebted to No One 
When He Bought Goods. 


McKie & Oliver and C. W. O’Connor, 
mercharts, yesterday filed. a bill in the 
superior court against Louls Rosenthal 
and C. Watchman, some of the allega- 
tions of which are of a rather sensa- 
tional nature. Watchman is an Aubdrn 
avenue merchant and the plaintiffs are 
secking to recover the amount of some 
foods which they sold him and for which 


~d they allege they have never received pay- 


ment. 

Rosenthal figufes in the case as the re- 
sult of a mortgage which he holds on 
the stock of Watchman. 
in the case claim that Rosenthal and 
Watchman entered into a conspiracy to 
defraud them, and that the mortgage, in 
the possession of Rvusenthal, Is a fraud. 

The petition alleges that on November 
26th Watchman gave Rosenthal a mort- 
gage on his stock of goods, to the amount 
of $375, but that the mortgage was not 
recorded until December Mth. On Decem- 
ber 7th it is claimed that Watchman pur- 
chased from McKie & Oliver goods to the 
amount of $35.31, and that in addition to 
this, Watchman was indebted to the firm 
in the sum of $45. 

It is alleged that when the goods were 
purchased Watchman informed the plain- 
tiffs that he was indebted to no one with 
the exception of themselves and Waters 
& Co.; to whom he owed about $12. O’Con- 
nor also alleges that Watchman purchased 
a bill of goods from him after Novem- 
ber 2th amounting to $107.36, and hé 
claims that the purchaser did not intend 
to pay for the goods, but piurposed to 
defraud him. 

' It is further claimed that Watchman 
promised to pay McKie & Owens $80 on at- 
count two days after the goods were pur- 


chased, but that he failed to do this, and ) 


it is alleged that he also owes other 
money besides the amount due that firm. 
The petitioners claim that Rosenthal and 
Watchman are brothers in law, and that 
they conspired to defraud them. 
Watchman’s stock is advertised to be 
sold by the sheriff today, it is claimed, 
under the mortgage, and the petitioners 
requested Judge Lumpkin to allow them 
to go through the store and identify their 
goods, purchased by Watchman after No- 
vember 26th, and that the sheriff be or- 
dered to turn over the pro€eeds of the 
sale to them, as much as’ accrues from 
the sale of those goods. hey claim that 
the goods will not realize more than $200. 
They also ask that the mortgage given 
to Rosenthal be annulled. Judge Lump- 
kin granted the authority for the plain- 
tiffs to identify their goods and set the 
case for a hearing on January 2th.

“A Young Wife,” as presented at the 
Grand last night is called a comedy 
drama; it could more appropriately be 
styled a melodrama, since the diversion 
supposed to be furnished by Mr. Horace 
Greengage Dobbins. who insisted on be- 
ing addressed as ‘‘Dobs,”’ only varied the 
tragedy of the evening.

HOLD CITY MONEY 


Finance Committee Yesterday Selected 
Four Depositories. 


FIVE APPLICANTS 


Lowry, Capital City, Fourth National 
and Maddox-Rucker Appointed. 


WERE 


LIBRARY PEOPLE ASK FOR $10,000 


Want City To Double Appropriation 
for Operating Public Institu- 
tion Established by Carnegie. 


At a meeting of the city finance com- 
mittee, held at noon yesterday, the Low- 
ry National benk, the Capital City Na- 
tional bank, the Fourth National bank 
and the Maddox-Rucker bank were se- 
lected as city depositories for the year. 
These banks will pay 2 per cent on the 
deposits and will len® the city money at 
that rate. 

The Third National bank had also sub- 
mitted a proposition similar to the ones 
made by the other four banks. The city 
law provides that only four banks shall 
handle. the city’s money and to select this 
number each member of the committee 


. voted for the four banks he wished to be 


named as degpsitortes. 

It was first suggested that the appoint- 
ment should be made by having five slips 
of paper, each bearing the name of one 
of the banks, placed in a hat and the first 
four to be drawn were to be the institu- 
tions to handle the money of the city. 
This plarm,.however, was voted down, the 
viva voce véte method being adopted. 

Chairman W. C. Rawson opposed the 
drawing plan and stated that it would 
subject all the banks to’an element of 
chance, which he thought should not be 
put upon them. He said all thd banks 
were perfectly solvent, but that the mem- 
bers of the committee certainly had a 
personal preference for certain banks, 
and he considered the plan of voting a 
good one. 

When the first way was suggested Al- 
derman Harvey Johnson stated he 
thought that couftesy: to the city treas- 
urer required that the Maddox-Rucker 
bank should be exempted from the draw- 
ing plan, and further that one-fourth of 
the city’s money ought to be deposited 
with that bank, because City Treasurer 
Peeples was connected with it. 

In answer to this proposition Council- 
man Ernest Kontz stated he was of ,the 
opinion that the members of the finance 
commitee should not bind themselves to 
extend courtesies to any one. After some 
discussion by the members of the com- 
mittee, Chairman Rawson’s plan was 
adopted and the election took place in a 
few moments. 


Want $10,000 for Library. 

Before the city depositories were se- 
lected, representatives of the Carnegie 
Library of Atlanta addressed the finance 
committee in the interest of that insti- 
tution and asked that the city make the 
appropriation $10,000, instead of $5,000, for 
operating expenses. 

Among those who spoke for the library 
were Miss Anne Waltace, the librarian; 
W. M. Kelley, president of the board of 
trustees, and H. H. Cabaniss, a member 
of the board. Miss Wallace said the 
library was in the nature of ‘an institu- 
tion of learning and Should be given every 
consideration by the city. 

She made an impressive talk, and it is 
not improbable that the finance commit- 
tee, if it finds its way clear to do so, 
will recommend that the council take 
some action along the line suggested by 
those identified with the Nibrary. 

The finance committee held another 
meeting last night to discuss the January 
apportionment sheet, which is to be sub- 
mitted to the city council on Monday af- 
ternoon. The meeting was held in the 
mayor's office at the city hall and was an 
executive session.

ALABAMA | POLITICAL TALK. 


Montgomery County Committee To 
Meet—Contest of Spears. 

Montgomery, Ala., Janiuaty 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Chairman Rushton, of the county 
executive committee, has issued the call 
for a meeting of his committee on the 
2d of February, in obedience to the re- 
quest of the state committee at its recent 
meeting in this city. The purpose of the 
meeting, as specified in the call, ts for 
providing for beat meetings and county 
convention to nominate candidates for 
delegates to the constitutional conven- 
tion and to select delegates to the state 
convention. This cowmittee will outline 
the mode of nominating candidates for 
delegates to the state convention which 
will nominate delegates for the state at 
large, and also the delegates from the 
congressional and senatorial] districts. 

The contest of Mr. Spears, republican- 
populist, for the seat of the Hon. John 
L. Burnett, from the seventh congres- 
sional district in this state, is becoming 
interesting. It is said here that the Hon. 
William H. Dendon has been retained by 
Mr. Spears to condiuct his case before the 
elections committee, and he ts actively en- 
gaged in collecting evidence to sustain 
Mr. Spears’s side of the contest. Mr. 
Dendon was formerly congressman from 
that district and was defeated by the 
populist, Howard, who made quite a name 
for himself, as well as Alabama, in his 
book entitled ““‘When Christ Comes to 
Congress.’’ Colonel Denson is an able 
advocate, and especially so in this case, 
as he knows very much of the methods 
in that district and where to look for 
fraud. It was in one of his celebrated 
campaigns in this district where he de- 
clined a "nomination from democrats in 
order to get the populist vote, and mak- 
ing the original declaration to the demo- 
cratic committee that he could “tote his 
own skillet.’’ 

It is proper to say that Mr. Denson and 
Congressman Burnett were formerly law 
partners, and that now the best of feel- 
ing exists between them.
